The Action in which the Gordons 
and the “C.I.V.”’ Distinguished 
Themselves under General Ian Hamilton 
was tersely described by Lord Roberts in one of 
his despatches on May 30 from Germiston, within 

a very short distance of Johannesburg— 


“ GERMISTON, May 30 (9.5 p.m.). 

«The brunt of the fighting yesterday fell on 
Ian Hami ton's column. I had sent him, as 
already mentioned, to work round to the west 
of Johannesburg in support of French’s cavalry, 
which was directed to go to the north, near the 
road leading to Pretoria. 

“I have not heard from French yet: but 
Hamilton, in a report which has just reached 
me, states that about-ten o’clock in the after- 


noon he found his way blocked by the enemy | 
| town for twenty-four hours, as there were many

strongly posted on some kopjes and ridges three 
miles south of the Rand. They had two heavy 
guus, several field guns, and pom-poms. 

‘ Hamilton at once attacked. The right was 
led by the Gordons, who, after capturing one 
extremity of the ridge, wheeled round and 
worked along it until after dark, clearing it of 
the enemy. They fought most obstinately. 

“ The City Imperial Volunteers led on the 
other flank, and would mot be denied; but the 
chief share in the action, as in the casualties, 
fell to the Gordons, whose gallant advance 
excited the admiration of all. < 

“ Hamilton is now at Florida, due west of 
Johannesburg, and French a few miles further 
to the north-east. Gordons, Cavalry, Mounted 
Infantry, and the Seventh Division are holding 
the heights north of the town. The Eleventh 
Division with headquarters and heavy artillery 
are to the south of Johannesburg. 

* Hamilton speaks in high terms of praise of 
the manner in which Bruce Hamilton and Spens, 
of the Shropshire Light Infantry, handled the 
men under Smith-Dorrien’s direction.’ 

Of the Gordons’ heroism at a previous engage- 
ment—namely, at Thaba N’chu—Mr. A. G. Hales, 
the exceedingly graphic new War Special of the 
Daily News spoke in the highest terms— 

‘On one hand the little band of Highlanders, 
the picturesque colours of their clan showing in 
kilt and stocking, perfect in all their appoint- 
ments, but nowhere so absolutely flawless 
as in their leadership. On the other side 
rose the superior numbers of the Boers. 
A wild and motley crew they looked compared 
with the gem of Britain's Army. Boys stood 
side by side with old men, lads braced themselves 
shoulder to shoulder with men in their manhood’s 
prime, ragged beards fell on still more ragged 
shirt-fronts. : 

* But there were manly hearts behind those 
ragged garments, hearts that beat high with love 
cf home and country, hearts that seldom quailed 
in the hour of peril. Their rifles lay in hands 
steady and strong. The Boer was face to face 
with the Briton ; the numbers lay on the side of 
the Boer, but the bayonet was with the Briton. 

‘“‘ Throw up your hands and surrender.’ 
The language was English, but the accent was 
Dutch; a moment, an awful second of time, the 
rifle-barrels gleamed coldly towards that little 
group of men who stood their ground as pine- 


trees stand on their mountain sides in Bonny 
Scotland. 

«Then out on the African air there rang a 
voice, proud, clear, and high as clarion note: 
“ Fix bayonets, Gordons!’ Like lightning the 
strong hands gripped the ready steel; the 
bayonets went home to the barrel as the lips 
of lover to lover. 

“ Rifles spoke from the Boer lines, and men 
reeled a pace from the British and fell, and lay 
where they fell. 

Again that voice with the Scottish burr on 
every note: ‘Charge, Gordons! Charge!’ and 
the dauntless Scotchman rushed on at the head 
of his fiery few.” 

Lord Roberts’s Entry into Johannesburg. 


At 4.30 p.m. on Wednesday, May 30, Lord 
Roberts stated in a despatch from Germiston 

*IJn answer to a flag of truce I sent to 
Johannesburg this morning the commandant 
came to see me to beg me to defer entering the 


armed burghers still inside. 
I am most anxious to avoid the possibility of 
anything like a disturbance inside the town, and 
as others of enemy are still holding hills in the 
immediate neighbourhood, from which they will 
have to be cleared off beforehand.” 

It was on Thursday, May 31, that Johannes- 
burg was entered, as recounted by Lord Roberts 
himself in these terms— 

«The occupation of Johannesburg passed off 


quite satisfactorily to-day, thanks to the excel- | 


lent ‘arrangements made by Dr. Krause, the 
Transvaal commandant here, and order pre- 
vailed throughout the town. Dr. Krause met 


me at the entrance to Johannesburg and rode | 


by my side to the Government offices, where he 
introduced me to the heads of the several depart- 
ments, all of whom acceded to my request that 
they would continue to carry on their respective 
duties until they could be relieved of them. 

“ Johannesburg is very empty, but a good 
crowd of people had assembled in the main 
square by the time the British flag was being 
hoisted. 


«The Royal salute and three cheers for the | 


Queen were then given. At the end of the 
ceremony the Eleventh and Seventh Divisions 
marched past with the Naval Brigade, the heavy 
Artillery, and two brigade divisions of Royal 
Field Artillery.

‘é As, however, they still kept pressing in our 
left rear, I sent word to Ian Hamilton, who was 
advancing three miles to our left, to incline 
towards us and fill up the gap between the two 
columns. This finally checked the enemy, who 
were driven back towards Pretoria. 

‘ I hoped we should have been able to follow 
them, but the days are now very short in this 
part of the world, and after nearly twelve hours’ 
marching and fighting we have had to bivouac 
on the ground gained during the day. 

“The Guarls Brigade is quite near the 
most southern of the five forts by which Pretoria 
is defended, and less than four miles from 
the town. French, with the Third and Fourth 
Cavalry Brigades and Hutton's Mounted 
Infantry, is to the north of Pretoria. Broadwood’s 

rigade is between French and Hamilton's 
column, and Gordon is watching the right flank

The Grenadier Guards Fighting amid 
1 Veldt Fires. 


General Rundle had to fight another severe 
battle on May 29. The correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph notes that the 2nd Grenadiers 
bore the brunt of the fighting. Several were 
severely burnt by veldt fires. Colonel Lloyd had 
the side of his face slightly singed. Lieutenant 
Murray was burned severely, and also badly 
wounded. 

The advance of the Grenadiers was å mag- 
nificent display of coolness and soldierly bearing, 
and the subsequent movements of the regiment 
were carried out as though on parade, although 
men were falling on every side. Many instances 


of heroism are recorded. Men went back again | 


through the flames and the hail of Boer bullets to 
recover wounded comrades. When the roll was 
called it was discovered that some wounded were 
still lying near the burning grass.

‘The Boers are now met everywhere by the 
various British forces in a small area. 


Brabant’s Patrols Captured. 


A patrol of twenty men of Brabant’s Horse, 
under Lieutenant Budle, went to search a farm- 


house in the Ficksburg district. The man acting

Heilbron Reoccupied by the Highland

Sir Henry Colvile, reporting to Lord Roberts 
the arrival of the Highland Brigade at Heilbron 
on May 29, states that he was opposed more or 
less the whole way from Ventersburg; eight 
rank and file were killed, and four officers and 
thirty-two rank and file wounded. Colvile 
| added that Lane’s Battery Field Artillery did 
excellent work, Grant’s naval guns were most 
valuable, and that the trcops behaved in the 
most soldierly manner throughout a trying 
| march. 


Colonel Adye Completely Surprised the 
Rebels at Kheis 


on May 29. Besides the wagons in the laager, he 
| captured the flocks of the rebels and a quantity 
of arms and ammunition. ‘The 44th Battery 
Royal Artillery shelled the enemy from the left 
| bank of the Orange River, while Colonel Adye 
took his mounted troops across a drift, and got 
in the rear of the rebels by a wide turning 
movement. The rebels opposed the cross- 
ing, which was effected without loss. The rebels 
were caught between two fires, but made a 
strong resistance, and their losses were heavy, 
chiefly wounded. About twenty unwounded 
prisoners were taken. ‘The British loss was 
seven killed and eighteen wounded. Many of 
our men were treacherously fired upon while 
carrying their wounded comrades. Colonel Adve 
remained in posses ion of the laager.

with a force of 700 advanced to Faberspruit on 
Tuesday, May 29, and occupied a strong defensive 
position.

At the funeral service ove: those who were 
killed in action, Sir Charles Warren compli- 
mented the troops in the highest terms on the 
gallantry they had displayed, and the smartness 
with which they had turned out at a moment's 
notice.

A Fine Tulip. 

HE tulip asked after by * A. C. K.” (Gledrid) is the 
Greigi, a species from Terkestan. It is, however, 

now almost over as regards bloom, although some 

bulbs I planted late in the season are still blooming, 

and give promise of doing well even for several 

weeks. The feature of the Greigi, of which I give an 
Illustration, is the beautiful stri or spotted leaves and 
brilliant orange-crimson flower, the base of each petal being 
conspicuously marked with black. It is perfectly hardy, and 
when plantel in a sheltered spot in the garden where it is

not likely to be disturbed, it will come up and bloom | 
finely every spring. The Clusiana, white, striped red, with | 
violet contre, is another very beautiful variety; but if my 
correspondent desires a distinct species, carmine or scarlet 
in colour, he cannot beat Gesneriana or Elegans. A good 
green variety is Viridiflora. October is the best month for 


planting. I need scarcely remind my correspondent that 
to grow tulips to perfection, the bulbs should be planted 
four or five inches deep. 


Another Poultry-House. 

The batch of inquiries received from correspondents as to 
the pa house, of which an Illustration was given a few 
weeks ago, proved quite a surprise. I had no idea so many 
people were in a dilemma as to which was the best kind 
of house to go in for. All that I have recommended are 
good ones; but it would be foolish to say that any are 
better than others. Every poultryman I know has his own 
idea as to which is the best, and all I can do in the matter 
is to give particulars of really good ones as they come to my 
notice. The one of which an Illustration is given is made 
by a practical Lincolnshire farmer. It has nest-boxes at

out, and boards at the sides and end hinged to drop down. 
Shelter in bad weather and shade in the height of summer 
are thus provided. It has an adjustable, movable bottom,

can be moved by a boy, and is, indeed, what its maker 
elaims—one of the best in the market. - 


Cleansing a Poultry-Run. 

The best way to cleanse foul land where the grass bas 
been completely demolished, says a writer in Poultry, is to 
give it, as soon as sible, a good dressing of lime—best 
chalk or limestone lime, freshly burnt—10 tons per acre, or. 
aor. per rod, not being too much. Place it mm small heaps, 
slake with the smallest amount of water necessary to cause 
it to fall to a finc, apparently dry powder, then spread 
evenly, and leave for the winter on the surface, ‘The lime 
acts well on the organic matter, and even on the malignant 
organisms on the surface or in the soil. A dry day should 
be chosen, and with a prospect of fair weather for a 
time. In spring, preferably not before the early part 
of April, you may sow grass seeds, merely harrowing 
the land, and breaking the surface near any trees 
with an iron rake; then sow the grass seeds, rake 
lightly with a wooden rake, and roll well down. If 
the spring be mild, you may sow in March and have a 
fair 'growth of grass by May. If not overdone by the 


fowls, it will gain in growth us the season advances, and - 


yield herbage of a very acceptable nature to them. The 
above is the best method to pursue on Very foul land, but 
on that where the grass is only partially destroyed, the 
following is recommended, commencing operations about 
the end of January: Give the grass a thorough covering 
with unslaked lime, choosing a dry day. After the lime has 
lain there a week, thoroughly scratch over the surface with 
harrows or a stout iron rake; next cover the whole half an 
inch deep or more with a compost of decayed manure, ashes, 


roadside refuse, or even soil, to encourage å free growth in: 


the grass. Itis best to keep the fowls off such land until 
the grass has made good headway. 


Limewash for Outdoor Use. 

To make a good whitewash, take a clean barrel that will 
hold water, put into it half a bushel of quicklime, and 
slake it by pouring over it sufficient boiling water to cover 
it four or five inches deep, stirring it until slaked. When 
quite ready, dissolve it in water, and add 11b. of common 
salt and 2 Ib. of sul- 
phate of zine, which 
may be had at a 
druggist’s, and which 
in a few days’ time 
will cause the white- 
wash to harden on 
the woodwork. Add 
sufficient water to 
bring it to the con- 
sistency of thick 
eream. ‘The addition 
of 41b. of raw umber 
and 2 1b. of lamp- 
black will make it a 
grey colour; for fawn 
colour add 4 lb. of 
burnt umber, 11b. of 
Indian red, and 1 Ib. 
of lamp-black. Apply 
the wash with an 
ordinary whitewash 
brush; for the first 
use give two coats, 
and one fresh eoat Ø 
every four or five - 
years on surfaces ex- 
posed to the weather.

Horse men and 
women will appre- 
ciate the head-stalt of 
which I give an Illus- 
tration. Little ex- 
planation is required, 
the drawing showing 
its many advantages 
over all other head- 
stalls. There is equal 
adjustment in boththe head and nose parts, and by the aid 
of two small straps a bit can be attached, thus obtaining a 
bridle. The price is most reasonable, and the bit-straps 
are included for an extra outlay of a few coppers. 


The Uses of Skim Milk. 


The value of separated milk is fairly well recognised, but 
it is hardly yet appreciated at its true worth. Dairy-farmers 
take it home from the factory or creamery for the purpose 
of feeding pigs or calves, but it is too often allowed to get 
sour in summer or icy cold in winter before any use is 
made of it. Skim milk contains the most valuable part 
of milk for muscle-forming, and is an excellent food to 
balance a ration of grain for pigs, calves, or other farm 
animals. The ordinary fodder crops grown for stock con- 
tain an excessive percentage of carbo-hydrates; therefore, 
any feed that contains an abundance of protein is ppenis ky 
valuable, and, as such, skim milk stands high on the list. 
Some farmers have found that a ration of separated milk, 
to which a little bran is added, will prevent, and sometimes 
cure, the disease locally known as the “cripples.” This 
disease, which renders the animals quite lame, and causes 
the bones to become almost as brittle as chalk, is sometimes 
prevalent, and animals attacked by it are generally ren- 
dered useless. Skim milk is of great value in the production 
of ezgs. A large percentage of protein is found in eggs, 
and as skim milk is somewhat similarly constituted, the 
two harmonise in a most profitable manner in the laboratory 
conducted by the hen. In this connection the followingadvice 
from a writer in a Canadian agricultural journal is worth 
quoting: * Grow clover, and makea rofit by so doing in the 
increased fertility of- the soil. Feed the hay to the cow, 
and make another profit by the increased amount of milk 
that the cow will have, by reason of the proper amount of
